When to Paint 

Some people prefer the Spring as the 
best time to do their outside painting, 
before the insects become bothersome 
and the dust is not heavy. Still others 
think the Fall is the best time to pro- 
tect their buildings against the ravages 
of winter weather. But — you can paint 
any time, any season, as long as you 
paint on clear days when the tempera- 
ture is not below 50 degrees so that 
your paint has a chance to dry thor- 
oughly. Never paint on wet, cold, 
foggy days or when there is any danger 
of frost at night. 

How Many Coats 

Where the surface you are going to 
paint is in good condition, — two coats 
of paint are usually sufficient. On new 
lumber and old painted surfaces in bad 
condition, a priming coat must be 
applied, followed by two regular body 
coats to do the job properly. 
On new wood it is best to thin the paint 
for the priming coat with about a quart 
of raw linseed oil to the gallon so that 
the paint will soak in and fill the pores 
of the wood better. 

When applying the first coat brush the 
paint out well and put it on as smooth 
and even as possible. See that every 
crack and crevice is well covered be- 
cause if the first coat is put on good, 
the second coat will go on easier and 
look better. 

Allow about a week to 10 days for the 
first coat to dry and harden before 
applying the second coat. While the 
first coat is drying, putty up all the 
cracks and nail holes before the second 
coat is put on. For the second coat, use 
the paint just as it comes from the can 
and you will be agreeably surprised at 
the fine job of painting you have done.

How to Start 

1st. Mix the paint. Remove the entire 
top of the can or barrel. Pour off the 
oil into another pail and stir the pig- 
ments in the can thoroughly. Then 
gradually add the oil back to the pig- 
ments and keep stirring until the paint 
is a smooth and uniform mixture 
throughout. 

Where to Start 

The best place to start is at the top of 
the building and paint down. Thus you 
avoid splashing drops of wet paint over 
finished work below. It is usually best 
to begin at the right hand corner 
of the building and work to the left.

Ordinary house paint is not satisfac- 
tory for painting floors because it is 
not made to resist the heel marks, 
scratches or heavy wear under foot.

How to Varnish 

NEW WOOD. On open grained woods 
such as oak, walnut, ash, mahogany, 
etc., the pores of the wood must first be 
filled with a paste wood filler (see 
page 26) before the varnish coat can 
be applied. Close grained woods such 
as birch, pine, beech, maple, etc., do 
not require filling. If you wish to 
change the color of the wood, it must 
first be stained the desired color with 
penetrating stain (see page 26) before 
the varnish coat is put on. 

1st Varnish Coat 

Follow these same rules for varnishing 
woodwork or furniture and for new 
wood or old and you will have good 
success. First be sure that the surface 
is clean, dry and smooth. Look over 
the list of varnishes on these 2 pages 
and also on page 26. Pick out the best 
varnish for the purpose and be sure to 
choose a dry day for your work. Use a 
clean brush, — one that does not lose 
its bristles, and start in. Varnish 
should not be brushed out like paint. 
Put it on freely, then first brush it 
across the grain of the wood and finish 
with as few strokes as possible with the 
grain. 

If a second coat is desired, rub the sur- 
face with a very fine grade of sand- 
paper and dust it off clean. Then 
apply your second coat of varnish in 
the same manner as the first.

To Varnish New Floors 

If floors have never been varnished and 
are of open grained wood such as oak, 
walnut, ash, etc., the wood should first 
be filled with our Paste filler (see Page 
26) in the color desired. It is not 
necessary to use the filler on close 
grained wood floors such as maple, pine 
and beech. On new floors, one thinned 
coat of varnish and two regular coats 
should be applied for best results. 
Allow two days between each coat for 
drying. In between each coat use fine 
sandpaper or steel wool and rub the 
varnished surface well so that it will be 
perfectly smooth and the next coat will 
stick better. Be sure the surface is 
thoroughly clean and dry before var- 
nishing. 

To Varnish Old Floors 

Do not waste good varnish and good 
time trying to re-varnish an old floor 
unless the present varnish is in good 
condition. If varnish is not in good 
condition the old varnish should be 
removed and floor treated like a new 
one. If varnish is in good condition, 
rub all over with fine sandpaper, and 
then clean the surface thoroughly and 
proceed to varnish. One or two reg- 
ular coats will usually give the desired 
results on old floors.

Painting Walls 

For living-room, dining-room, hall and 
bed-room walls to be painted, our E. Z, 
Clean Flat Wall Paint is the most pop- 
ular finish because it gives a smooth, 
velvety effect without gloss.

m GOOD SURFACES where old paint is in good con- 
™ dition and just starting to wear off — one gallon will 
cover 300 square feet — two coats, or 500 square feet — one 
coat. 

2 FAIR SURFACES when old paint is worn thin and 
rapidly flaking off. One gallon will cover about 250 
square feet — two coats, or about 150 square feet — 3 coats. 



<m NEW WOOD which has never been painted before 
^P should always be given 3 coats. The first or priming 
coat should be thinned with Linseed oil (See Page 4). One 
gallon will cover about 175 square feet — 3 coats. 

4 POOR SURFACES which have not been painted for 
years and the wood has become bare and porous 
should always be given 3 coats. One gallon of paint will 
cover about 150 square feet 3 coats. 



How To Measure Your Buildings T ° find out * e number of square feet of 

^ surface on your house or building, measure the 

complete distance around the building adding together the length on each side and the width front and back. Multiply 
this amount by the height of the building to the eaves and adding 2 ft. for the cornices. This will give you the number 
of square feet of surface to be painted. If you have any high gables on the ends or sides of the building, it will be neces- 
sary to order extra paint to cover the gables. Multiply the width of the gable by the height of the gable from the eaves 
and divide by 2. This will give you the number of square feet of surface on each gable. 



Trimming 



In figuring the amount of paint needed for trimming houses it usually is a safe rule to order 1 
gallon of trimming for every 5 gallons of body. 



Bartl Paitlt Follow the same rules for estimating 
the amount of paint needed for Barns and outbuildings 
as are given above for houses. Be sure to figure in the 
gables on barns, The amount of trimming required on 
Barns is usually 1 gallon to 10 gallons of body. 

Enamels One gallon of Enamel will cover about 200 

square feet of surface — 2 coats. 

Varnish One gallon will cover about 250 to 300 
square feet — 2 coats, or about 500 to 600 square feet — 
one coat. 

Flat Wall Paint One gallon will cover about 200 
square feet of wall surface — 2 coats, but walls should be 
sized first. See Page 11. 



Roof Paint To estimate the number of square feet 
of surface on a roof that is fiat, — simply multiply the length 
of the building by the width. But if it is a pitched roof, 
one- third should be added to that amount. See page 
21 for covering capacity of shingle stain. See page 20 for 
covering capacity of Franko-Carbon Roof Paint. 

Shingle Stain One gallon will cover about 100 
square feet — 2 coats or treat about 400 shingles when 
dipped two-thirds their length. 

Saveall ROOfing On smooth roof of metal, slate, 
etc., one gallon covers 100 square feet. On porous roofs 
of paper, felt, canvas, etc., one gallon covers about 50 
square feet. 

KalSOIIline The contents of one 54b. package makes 
enough to cover about 600 sq. ft. of wall surface.
